ed: Thefe and Abundance of other things 
et behind, are Advantages, which the French 
8 this unexpetted Succefs do gaia upon us, 
and Iam very forry for it——But to run on 
at the extravagant Rate thefe Gentlemen 
talk of, is not rational yet, from all thefe 
things put together. 

The Genilemen ought to remember Days 
of Yore, that one Blenheim will retreive a, 
great deal more than all this; perhaps it may 
poftpone other very ufeful Defigns, it may 
give Breath to. the languithing Intereft of 
France aod Spain, and ’tis hard, a fupine 
Generation of drunken Germans fhould lofe 
for us fo hopeful a Profpe&: But, Gentle- 
men, if it muft be fo, if Blezbeim muft be 
fopght again, if Prince Eugene muft come 
out of /taly, and the Duke of Marlborough 
leave Flanders again ; if all this is neceffary, 
be it fo, the Evglif} Army knows the Way 
te the Danube, aad the Way back again too, 
and that’s more than the Fresch could fay of 
their Generals, the laft time they carry’d 
the War thither 3 and they will’ march to 
Bavaria now, with great Advantages com- 
par'd to what they had betore, confidering 
Bavaria now in our own Hands, then in an 
Enemies Hand } /taly on, their Backs now 
free of Bnemies, then poffefy3d by them 5 
the Krench on that Gide driven to the De- 
._ fenfive, and gofted in the Faftneffes of the 
‘Mountains only to. guard their own Domi- 
ions, then they were penetrated to the 
Borders of Tyrol. 

I muftown, I did never expe to fee 
this Pare af the World made the Theatre of 
Blood again in. this War; I thought, we 
had been fecure on that fide, and that the 
Circumftauces of the Fresch wold have 
made the Lines of Stolboffen out of Danger, 
ar at leaft eafie to be defended ; and it can- 
not: be enough regretted, that any Nation 
in the World fheuld be fo ftupid, as if the 
French could. do them no Harm, nor be in 
any Condition to look about them, that they 
fhould depend upon another Ramebies, for 
it was that only fau'd them Jaft Year, andex- 
peét other Nations. thould fave them, with- 


out the Agency of their own Forces, with- 
out putting forth their own Strength, or 
exerting that Force in Seafon, which they 
are at the Charge of maintaining, and which 
only wants toa be-difpos’d in Time. 

Unhappy. are the Subjeéts of fuch Princes 
or States, who by their Brutifh Negligence 
expofe them to the Ravages ot a fharp-light- 
ed and diligent Enemy 3 an Enemy that 
lofesno Advantages, that lets flip no Op- 
portunities, that fleeps not nor flacks his 
Hand, butin every Angl- of his vaft Domi 
nions, ay, and of his Enemies too, bas his 
faithful Intelligence, and who lyes on the 
Catch, for every Slip or every Miftake they 
can commit. | 

QO could thefe Princes be ruin’d hur alone! 
Cyuld the Mifchief fall only en chofe thaz 
are vifibly the Occafion of.it! Could the 
Ravages of the Enemy furpriz: and affeét 
only the negligent, and expofe only thofe 
that have in. vain been reminded of their 
Danger ! How juftly fhould they be abane 
doned of all the World, and left to-feel the 
Bondage and Deftruétion they have brought 
upon themfelves.. 

But here isa broken Enemy ftrengthned, 
an impoverifh’d Enemy made rich, an ex- 
haufted Enemy fupp!y’d, a difcourag’d Ene- 
my arimated , here are honeftand pun@ual 
Princes and States ruin’d, abandon’d and 
expos'd ; fuch asthe D. of Wirtembergh, the 
Circle of Swabia, the Eledtor Pulatine, 
Princes of Baden, Durlach, and feveral others 
here are the Schemes of the Confederate 
Armies broken, cheir Meafures alter’d, their 
Profpedts difappointed, and all by Friends 5 
what the powertul Euemy could never effe& 
by all their fuperiour Force, che fhameful 
Treachery or Slothfulnefs, call it which you 
will, far Sloth in @ Confederated War is a 
Negative Treachery, I fay, the fhamefat 
Treachery of Friends brings to pafs.

Old Count Montecuculi the Imperial Ge-

my ; juft asitisnow, fo it was then, after 
Menfteur Turenne had taken the Ficid, and 
_ tavag"d their Frontiers, when they found 
the Freveh not at the Door only, but within 
the Doors Thenthey would come together, 
and then the French General would be gone, 
for he had done his Bufinefs, perhaps he had

Well, Genrle- 
men, it cannot behe!p’d, the Ruin muft fail 
where it falls; the next Bufinefs is to bring 
together the Imperial Army at laft, the For- 
ces are not defeated, they loft very fewMen 3 
if they wil) but get together now in hy con> 
fiderable Body, the Marefchal Vitzrs muft 
come Home again, and all the fancy’d Jour- 
ney into Bavaria will come to nothing ; for 
unlefs he can bring the Imperialifts to a 
Battle, tho they were but 15000 f0' 20000 
Men, he dares not advance fo Jong a March 
asinto Bavaria, and leave them bebind him.

Indeed, if the Swede fhould faitin Arrange 
things may happen, and no Man can pretend 
to forefee the Confequences of fuch a Sur- 
prize ; I own, he is at prefent to me an un- 
accountable Prince, and while he lies ftill in 
Saxony with 1$cco Men in the Heart of 
Summer, the very Seafon of a War, and 
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neither ftirs one Way or anothers whiie he 
lets Poland be ravaged by the Atu/covite, 
and his new King whom he has fer up, be 
almoft banifhed out of his Dominions; white 
he teaves bis own Subje€ts in Livoniz under 
the Ruffien Tyranny, and thac Kingdom, 
for which he undertook that bleody War, 
be fnatch’d from him by a contemptible 
Enemy. Will any Mantefl me, he has no 
Meaning? Will any Man fay, he doés not 
keep his Eye upon the Stage of Europe, and 
referve himfelfto a&, as things thafl ive 
there ?— Jf they do, I muft pretend to fay, 
I give no Heed to fach Difcourfe. 

Indeed the principal Dspendance, I have 
inthis Matter, is from thé Negotiation of 
the Duke of Marlborough ;"1 do not betieve 
his Grace would come away fatisfy’d, and 
make usalleafie, ifhe had not receiv’d more 
than common Aflurances of that Prince, and 
of his Condu@& in this Pare of the Affair, 
and this alone compofes the Minds of thofe 
that have had moft Concern for the Motion 
of the Smedes —--But that there ts not yer 
fomething unknown to Exrope in the Proje@s 
of the Swede, ¥ cannot but believe, and Time 
muftdifcover it—Either he has fomething in 
View beyond the ufual Gueffes of the World; 
or elfe he is the moft impolitick, ‘nothing- 
doing Prince in the World, and this we 
have no Reafon to fay of him yet. 

I own, ‘tis too much in the Power of that 
Prince at this Time fo turn the Scale of Ex- 
rope ; if thegreateft Weight in the World 
were equally divided in an exa® Ballance, 
che leaft Weight agaia added to one of 
them, (hal make it weigh down the other 5 
if the Ballance between France and the Con- 
federates bad not been already but (oneven, 
this had not been folung a War, the Battle 
won and loft on either fide had not been (i 
often tought, the Luffes retriev a, the Scale 
turn’d now this Way, now thac Way, that 
to this Day it may be call’d a doubtful Wer, 

-and no Man can by the Out-tides of things 
decermine the Advantage. 

Should then a Neutral Prince, who fiands 
ftill with 15000 Men at his Heels, and facb 
Men as bis are too, than which there are no 
bester jn the World! Should this Prince fall 
jn op any fide, he muft run the other to 
great Extremities! On the other ae 

ould 
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fhould he impofe it upon either fide to ar- 
bitrate this Quarrel! Should he propofe 
Terms of Peace to both fides, and openly 
declare-againft the Negative fide, I am loth 
to fay, they.muft comply with it, becaufe I 
loek upon Britain and Holland to have a Re- 
ferve of Strength beyond. the reft of Europe, 
if they come to be forced to exert the ut- 
moft'; but J muftowa, he would immedi- 
ately tucnthe whole Face of Affairs, and as 
a Confederacy, they muft accept of it, or be 
broken to pieces 5 and if there is not set 
fomething of that in the Defigns of that 
Prince, it will be very hard to imagine, 
what can bé his Reafon of ftaying in Saxony 
allthis while. 
~ And fhall I fuggeft his joining with France, 
as thefe People feem confident of ; I cannot 
entertain fuch 2 Thought of a Proteftant 
Prince, I cannot fee why.or for what Rea- 
fon he fhould do fo, and in Honour to his 
‘Chara@er as well.as common Juftice, 3 will 
not fuggeft fuch a thing, till 1 fee fome far- 
“ther'Ground for it. ' 
Ido believe, were the Confederates not 
embark’d in this War, he would have a 
Tour with the Emperor, and ‘tis eafie to 
fee, that their Peace feems very precarious, 
and they ftand but on very indifferenc 
‘Ferms with one another ; che Imperialifts 
and Swedes have as much National Animofi- 
ty againft one another, as it can be detir’d 
two Nations fhould have; and if a War 
fhould ever happen among them, it would 
be very bloody, asit was in the Time of the 
Great Guftavus Adolpkus; the \nveteracy be- 
tween them is rankled very much, and fe- 
veral Circumftances have ferv’d to ripen it, 
particularly the Emperor’s contriving the 
Advancement of the Saxon to the Crown of 
Poland, ard adhering co him fo long as he 
kept that Crown: Buc Ihope, the Influen- 
cet‘of the Confederates will have particular 
Fyes upon the Swede, ard 1am not wibing 
co befpeak Mifchiefs, and bring him ‘in be. 
fore the Tim2, it willbe too feon if ever he 
comesin, and: the Mifchiefs which will fol: 
low, will be inconceivable. 
“Tn fhorr,. this March of the Murefchal 
Villars wil certainly decide the Controveriic, 


it will determine this Doubt, and if ever the 
Swede will declare himfelf, it feems to me, 
that this will be the Time—-And unlefs he 
do¢s not, I believe, I may veRture to fay, the 
Enterprize of the Marelchal “ilars will foon 
terminate, that is, he will point his Force to 
fome Particular, and let us kaow, that he 
does not pufh at fuch Extremes, as People 
apprehend. 

Perhaps he may move downwards.on the 
Rhine, and if fo, let Phillipsburgh toke Care 
of it felf and Mentz; as for Frankfors, that 
will be rather a Prize of Money than a Siege. 
’Tis true, he may doa great Deal of Harm, 
but ail this would be far from any thing fo 
fatal as is mencion’d before. 

Indeed, he may bring the Circles of 
Franconia and Swabia, the Duke of Wire 
temburgh, Prince of Dourlach to a Neutra- 
lity, and if he does that, ’tis a great Blow 
tothe Confederacy § but for Bavaria, mith- 
out the Help of the Swede, € pretend to be 
Prophet enough co foretell, there is no
